To Test Steel Roads. 

A steel roadway about 150 feet long is 
being laid at tbe Minnesota agricultural 
experiment station. The steel rails are 
8 inches wide, with half inch flanges at 
the outer edge, and are 30 feet long. 
They are made of quarter inch steel, 
with cross ties every six feet buried 
about a foot. On the ties are timber 
strings on which the rails lie. The 
width of the 8 inch rails takes in wag¬ 
ons of any width of tires. This demon¬ 
stration of the steel roadway is being 
made in order to try to show its advan¬ 
tages over the ordinary macadamized 
road. It iB asserted that such a road 
costs $2,500 a mile, while a macadam¬ 
ized road costs from $3,000 to $6,000, 
and that the steel road will outlast the 
macadamized and be far more service¬ 
able. 

Cheap Road, material.. 

A writer in the Lawrence (Kan.) 
Journal advocates burned clay as a 
cheap and satisfactory roa v d material. 
He says that it requires no foundation, 
either-of rock or sand, and is displacing 
crushed rock on all the railroads run¬ 
ning into Kansas. The Santa Fe rail¬ 
road has used it for seven years and the 
Union Pacific is using it on a large scale 
and is burning great quantities. 

Drawback to BnsinesH.

Although forced draft for increasing 
the rate of combustion was used in the 
United States navy during the civil war it 
did not come into general use for naval 
vessels until about 1882 and in the mer¬ 
chant service still later, but since that 
time its use has become universal. Indeed 
were it not for forced draft boiler weights 
would be so great as to have long ago set 
a limit to speeds of the faster classes of 
vessels. When natural draft alone was 
used, the maximum rate of combustion 
with the best free burning coal and good 
chimney draft did not reach 20 pounds 
per squaro foot of grate. With forced draft 
in large cylindrical boilers there are now 
numerous reliable records of 40 pounds 
per square foot, while in loeomotive and 
water tube boilers 80 pounds is now a 
common rate. 

While the economy of evaporation at 
these high rates of combustion is not so 
great as under natural draft the enormous 
reduction in boiler weights is very marked. 

Trials of the boiler of the United States 
torpedo boat Cushing, for example, show 
an increase in I. H. P. per ton of boiler of 
over 60 per cent when the rate of combus¬ 
tion is increased from 24 to 40 pounds per 
square foot of grate, which means a de¬ 
crease in weight per I. H. P. of over 33 
per cent. 

Except on Mr. Howden’s part the ques¬ 
tion of economy under forcing was for a 
long time ignored, designers being con¬ 
tent with the great gain in power. At 
the present time, however, the question of 
economy under forcing is receiving great 
attention, and we may confidently antici¬ 
pate this as one of the features of progress 
in marine engineering. — Commodore 
George W. Melville, U. S. N., in Cassier’s 
Magazine For March.

The day is at hand when total 
abstainers get insurance at a lower rate 
than tipplers, and liquor dealers are 
forced to pay an extra rate in premiums 
on account of their hazardous occupa¬ 
tion. 

The rebellion of this Englishman re¬ 
sulted in the formation of what is now 
known as the United Kingdom Temper¬ 
ance and General Provident institution, 
a life insurance company that classifies 
the tipplers separately from the total 
abstainers and makes each class pay the 
rates which its respective death rate 
calls for. 

The year 1897 showed the smallest - 
difference between the death ratio of 
the two sections of any year since the 
formation of the society, 48 years ago.

insurance journal, printed this society’s 
report for 1897, in which new business 
to the extent of nearly $4,000,000 was 
added to the books of the company, and 
it said editorially, “The superiority of 
life in the temperance section is ob¬ 
vious.”. 

The policies of the United Kingdom 
Temperance and General Provident in¬ 
stitution are now written wherever the 
British flag floats. Its success has been 
so marked that, 15 years ago, the Scot¬ 
tish Temperance Life association was 
formed in Edinburgh. Like its London 
parent, the total abstainers were classi¬ 
fied separately from the general Section, 
and the temperance folk were given the 
benefit of their abstinence. The com¬ 
pany now has more than 10,000 mem¬ 
bers. During the year 1897 1,424 new 
policies were issued. New insurance to 
the" extent of $1,776,875 was written. 
In its 15 years of existence the records 
of the Scottish Life show a percentage 
of 22 in favor of total abstainers. 

At this meeting nearly $14,000 sur¬ 
plus earnings were directly applied to¬ 
ward the payment of premiums of total 
abstainers in addition to the regular 
dividends’ of 27 per cent. 

Fourteen years ago the Abstainers’ 
and General Life Insurance company 
was formed at London on the same 
plan as that of the original society and 
the Edinburgh concern. Its reports tell 
the same story and practically the same 
difference in the expectancy of life in 
the two classes appears. It also has 
been a big financial success. In the first 
issue of The Voice ever published, Sept. 
25, 1884, President Greene of the Con¬ 
necticut Life Insurance company gave 
the result of some investigations that 
he had made on this subject. He said: 

In one of our largest cities, containing a 
great population of beer drinkers, I had occa¬ 
sion to note the deaths among a large group 
of persons whose habits, in their own eyes and i 
those of their friends and physicians, were 
temperate, but they were habitual users of 
beer. When the observations began, they 
were, on the average, something under middle 
age; and they were, of course, 'selected lives. 
For two or three years there was nothing very 
remarkable to be noted among this group. 
Presently death began' to strike it, and until 
it dwindled to a fraction of its original pro¬ 
portions the mortality in it was astounding in 
extent and still more-remarkable in its mani¬ 
fest destiny of cause and mode. And this, in 
its main features, varying, of course, in degree, 
has been my observation of beer drinking ev¬ 
erywhere. 

Teff years ago the American Tem¬ 
perance Life Insurance association Was 
formed -in New York' city, and it 
deals in nothing but total abstinence 
risks. It has had remarkable success 
and has paid something like $200,000 in 
death claims. President Frank Delano 
is now for the first time compiling the 
results of their years of existence. He 
tells The New Voice that, while he 
would not have the exact data until he 
has completed his work, the results of 
their business show that the ratio of 
their death rate to that of general risks 
is about 26 per cent in favor of the to- 
tal abstainer.
